Gross inaccuracies and incon-

Pailure of police districts in 
many cases to forward crime re- 
ports to headquarters and “down- 
grading” of offenses .by the head- 
quarters record bureau were 
largely responsible for inaccura- 
cies discovered by the investiga- 
tors, whose report to the Police 
Board was made public today. 

H. Sam Priest, police board 
president, took steps to bring 
about the FBI survey shortly after 
he took office last fall, and after 
making a preliminary personal 
check of the department's records 
system which convinced him it 
needed overhauling. He said he 
felt the existing system was in- 
adequate té give a true picture of 
crime conditions—a picture which 
he said was essential in any cam- 
paign to stamp out crime.

LONDON, Jan. 16 (AP)—The 
Daily Express said todcy that 
United States scientists were pro- 
ducing a new secret atomic explo- 
sive—uranium 233—from thorium 
and: asserted that samples of the 


new sub.tance had been turned 
over to Russia by Alan Nunn May. 

May, a British scientist, was 
sentenced last May 1 to 10 years 


in prison for giving atom secrets 
to unidentified persons, 

The story by Chapman Pincher, 
scientific writer of the Express, 
said uranium 233 was bringing 
the cost-of the atomic bomb “far 
below” that of the bombs used on 
Japan and in the Bikini tests. 

Pincher's story on the front page 
of the newspaper said: , 
“It can now be revealed that Dr. 
Alan Nunn May, the atomic scien- 
tist convicted of official secrets of- 


this top secret material to Russian 
agents in Canada. 

“The Russian agents considered 
it so important that they flew the 
sample to Moscow at once.” 

Pincher said no bombs yet have 
been made from uranium 238 but 
that “full manufacturing details 


-have been worked out in America 


as a defense measure.” 
According to the story in the 
Express, uranium .233 is not made 
from uranium ores like uranium 
235 and plutonium but from tho- 
rium ores—now used to strengthen 
incandescent lamp mantles.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP)— 
Government officials today hailed 
the cut in Ford automobile prices 
as an “encouraging” start toward 
the general price reductions which 
President Truman has asked of all 
industry, 

Henry Ford II, president of the 
firm, yesterday announced in De- 
troit the reduction of $15 to $50 in 
prices of Ford automobiles, He 
described the action ag a “shock 
treatment” needed to “halt the 
insane spiral of mounting costs 
and rising prices and to restore a 
sound base for the hopeful period 
of postwar production we are now 
entering.” It was, he said, a 
“common sense” move to avert 
the business recession which has 
been widely forecast.for this year. 

Edwin G. Nourse, chairman of 
the President’s Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers, termed the Ford 
action a “crucial” contribution to 
sustained high production and 
employment. 

‘Agreement in Principle.’ 

Nourse added to a reporter that 
“a number of business people” 
have notified him of their “agtee- 
ment in principle” with the Presi- 
dent's plea for lower prices to 
keep public purchasing power 
high. Nourse’s council wrote the 
framework of Truman’s economic 
message to Congress last week, 
. “Mr, Ford’s statement was made 
in most careful and reasoned 
terms—it should appeal to a large 
business following,” said the econ- 
omist. “If other manufacturers 
follow suit, they will make a real 
contribution to stabilizing busi- 
ness.” -

5. Make award of damages, in 
present of future actions, dis- 
cretionary with the court if it 
finds the employer did not act 
in good faith. Under the Wage- 
Hour Act, employes may claim 
triple the amount of actual com- 
pensation involved, 

6. Put a short-term limitation

Another 577 marriage license ap- 
plicants were placed in the “doubt- 
ful” category as a result of the 
blood tests, while 93,221 others re- 


ceived a clean bill of health, 

These statistics were made pub- 
lic today by Dr, C. F, Adams, di- 
rector of the State Bureau of Lab- 
oratories. here, and represented 
Missouri’s pre-marital serological 
report for 1946. Both whites and 
non-whites were included in the 
figures. 

It was noted that the disease 
was far more prevalent among 
prospective brides than in pro- 
spective husbands. About 560 white 
women were found to have “posi- 
tive” blood, compared with . 394 
men, 

Among the non-whites the num- 
ber was 850 women and 647 men. 
Percentages among  non-whites, 
however, were much higher than 
the totals indicate, as the totals 
represented 4823 women and 4655 
men, whereas the whites included 
43,906 women and 42,865 men. 

In other words, among non- 
white women 18 per cent were in- 
fected and among non-white men, 
14. These compared with 1.2 per 
cent for white women and 9 per 
cent for white men. 

Results Among Age Groups. 

The highest total for infections 
in both groups were men 21 years 
old and girls of 18. This was at- 
tributed in part to the fact that 
more persons, both white and 
non-white, married at that age. 

A total of 57 white girls under 
15 years old applied for marriage 
licenses last year and two of these 
were diseased. Two out of the 
seven non-white girls in the same 
age bracket showed positive blood.

WILL RETURN 10 
WORK TOMORROW 


Employers Understood to 
Have Met Demands for 
44-Hour Week, Over- 
time After,8 Hours. 


LONDON, Jan. 16 (AP)—Heads 
of the Transport and General 
Workers Union announced today 
that the ll-day-old London truck 
strike, involving at least 50,000 


men in work stoppages which im- 
mobilized the port of London, had 
ended. x 

Leaders of the truck drivers 
said they would return to work 
tomorrow. First reports had said 
they would not go back to their 
jobs until Saturday. 

Unofficially, it was understood 
that the strikers’ demands for a 
44-hour week, eight-hour day and 
the payment of overtime for shifts 
exceeding eight hours had been 
granted by the Road Haulage As- 
sociation, representing the em- 
ployers. 

The vote to return to work was 
almost unanimous, informed 
sources reported. The decision 
was announced After. a_ closed 
meeting, of delegates of the strik- 
ers and union officers, marked 
from time to time by bursts of 
applause, 

Arthur’ Deakin, the union's gen- 
eral secretary, said only three of 
the several hundred delegates op- 
posed the motion to return to 
work, 

“A firm undertaking has been 
given by the employers,” he an- 
nounced, “that their members will 
reinstate all employes and no penal 
action will be taken by any em- 
ployer against any employe be- 
cause he has been on strike,” 

The Joint Industrial Council, 
created this week to speed con- 
sideration of the truckers’ de- 
mands, began the preliminaries of 
negotiating the grievances. 

Meanwhile, more than 100 ships 
were tied up in the port of London 
by the sympathy strike of 20,000 
dockers and'stevedores. All along

Both publisher and author 
admitted without qualification that 
the statement was unfounded, and 
apologized for its appearance,

In giving their sponsored politi- 
cal party opportunity to make a 
prestige - winning announcement, 
the Russians promised concessions 
to the Germans on seven points. 
Strings, however, were attached to 
some of these—especially. a prom- 
ise that dismantling of factories 
in the Soviet zone would cease. 
Dismantlings will halt, the an- 
nouncement said, “after the dis- 
mantling of war industries has 
been completed.” 

Furthermore, the Russians made 
an exception of seven German coal 
mines “whose equipment is urgent- 
ily needed for the repair of devas- 
tated coal mines in the Soviet 
Union.” 

The Russians also announced 
that 200 large industries “which 
were originally scheduled for dis- 
mantling” had been taken into 
Russian ownership in the big So- 
viet-Aktiengeselischaften (indus- 
trial corporations) and would re- 
main in Germany working for the 
Russians. The announcement add- 
ed that 74 of these 200 industries 
would be given back to state own- 
ership of the Russian zone’s Ger- 
man governments. 

The Soviet-Aktiengesellschaften 
was set up to contain German 

plants under Russian ownership 
after the Russians found that in 
some cases it was more practical 
to keep factories working for them 
here than to go to the trouble of 
dismantling them and attempting 
to reassemble them in Russia. - 

The announcement said that the 
Russians promised to make a 

“substantial reduction” in their 
take of reparations from current 
manufactured production in the 
Seviet zone.

I think the men will 
lead all through the course.” 

Tonight the 14 students in the 
new class will learn more about 
how to hold babies. The “football 
hold” will be emphasized, Paul R. 
Prost, 5427 Riverview drive, 
learned how to use it last night, 
with a doll. “You hold the baby 
on your arm and against your 
body, with your hand supporting 
the baby’s - head,” iss Kankel 
explained. “That gives you one 
free hand to get the phone or 
take care. of the iceman.” 

Questions About Twins. 

Judging from their questions, 
some of the prospective fathers 
are rather concerned about twins, 
she continued, Several asked ques- 
tions about them. 

The two-hour sessions deal with 
these subjects:

MURRAY REVAMPS MVA BILL 
TO MEET MANY OBJECTIONS 


Measure Being Redrafted Is Basically Same 
as Old One — It May Be Introduced 
in Senate Next Week.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16— The 
new MVA bill being prepared by 
Senator James E. Murray (Dem.), 
Montana, is in the final stage of 
drafting and will be ready for 
introduction possibly next week. 

Fundamentally it is the same 
bill Murray presented at the last 
session, but there are extensive 


changes intended to mollify op- 
ponents of an autonomous regional 
authority which would be charged 
with developing resources of the 
Missouri valley as the TVA has 
done in the Tennessee valley. 

In preparation of the new bill 
Murray’s staff made an exhaustive 
study of the objections to MVA 
heard last year when Senate com- 
mittees considered the previous 
bill. Where changes could. be 
made without jeopardizing the es- 
sential principle involved, they 
have been made. 

How Critics Attacked Bill. 

Prime objections were that MVA 
would be a “superstate”; that 
water rights established under the 
statutes of states in the upper 
valley would be’ impaired; that 
MVA would function without ade- 
quate controls by Congress; that 
other agencies were already en- 
gaged in’ the work which would 
be assigned to MVA; that creation 
of MVA would delay, not hasten 
development of the valley; that 
states would lose tax reVenues 
from land taken over by MVA; 
and that MVA would put the Fed- 
eral Government in the electric 
power business. 

There were many others objec- 
tions, but most have been dealt 
with in one fashiom.or another in 
the new bill. 

To counteract the superstate 
argument broader powers are 
given to the proposed advisory 
committee, consisting of represent- 
atives of various Federal agen- 
cies and residents of the area. 

It still would remain consultive 
and advisory, but it would be re- 
quired to pass upon initially, and 
not after the fact, MVA’s proposed 
undertakings, and it would report 
its views on them to the President 
and Congress. It would be re- 
quired to meet at least twice a 
year, and could meet oftener, if it 
chose, 

Whereas the old bill provided 
that MVA should give “priority” 
to irrigation uses of water in the 
upper valley—west of the ninety- 
eighth meridian—the new one im- 
poses a hard and fast requirement 
that any use made of waters aris- 
ing west of that meridian must be 
such as will not conflict with the 
rights of those upstream to ‘use of 
the water. 

Liberal Range for Court Suits. 

Furthermore the new bill pro- 
vides that MVA could be sued in 
any Federal court in the basin- 
not only in the Federal district 
court in which its headquarters 
may be situated, as was stipulated 
originally. 

Under the former bill an objec- 
tion ‘was made that a farmer 


couldn’t dam a creek on his own 
ground unless MVA did it for him.

Government Announces It ‘Is Going to Re- 


sume Negotiations 


With the Commu- 


nists’ — Gen. Chang Chosen. 


By HAROLD K. MILKS 


,NANKING, Jan. 16 (AP)—The 
Government announced today it 
“is going to resume negotiations 
with the Communists” and selected 
Gen. Chang Chih-chung, governor 


-of Sinkiang province, to present 


its proposals to Communist head- 
quarters at Yenan. 3 

Chang was an original member 
of Gen. George C. Marshall's for- 
mer committee of three that nego- 
tiated a quickly aborted truce a 
year ago. 

United States Ambassador J. 
ighton Stuart, who is keeping 
in close touch with both factions, 
relayed the Government's decision 
to the Communist representative 
here. Success of the plan to send 
an emissary to Yenan will depend 
on the reaction of Communist 
leaders there. 

The Minister of Information, 
who announced the Government's 
peace bid, gave no indication of 
what it is prepared to offer. 

Selection of Chang is regarded 
as an excellent choice. He and 
the Communists’ No, 2 man and 
chief negotiator, Chou En-lai, ac- 
quired mutual knowledge and re- 
spect during their months of close 
association on the Marshall com- 
mittee. Chou once described 
Chang as “the only Kuomintang 
(Government party) soldier with 
whom I can get along.” 

The decision to resume negotia- 
tions is completely unilateral and 
myst remain so until Yenan’s re- 
action is known, 

Serious doubt remains that the 
Communists will. retreat from 
their demands: that the Govern- 
ment return all territory captured 
from the Communists in the last 
year and that it nullify the recent- 
ly revised constitution. The Com- 
munists spurned the National As- 
sembly at which the constitution 
was adopted. 

Only two days ago, Chou sharp- 
ly criticised Marshall's recent 
statement blaming the Govern- 
ment and Communists alike for 
failure to end their civil war. 

(The United Press quoted au- 
thoritative Nanking sources as 
saying that executive (peace) 
headquarters in Peiping would be 
closed in the latter part of Feb- 
ruary. It said American authori- 
ties were understood to have de- 
cided to withdraw all American 
personnel from executive head- 
quarters.) 

From Peiping, Associated Press 
Correspondent Tom Masterson 
radioed that the fighting appeared 
to be spreading. The official news- 
paper Chih Shih Jih Pao de- 
ecribed conditions along the Sun- 


gari river northeast of Changchun 


as critical, The paper said yes- 
terday that 100,000 Communists 
had opened an offensive on a 100- 
mile stretch of the river—dividing 
line between Communist and Gov- 
ernment areas in north Man- 
churia. 

Counterattacking, Government 
troops tried to smash a Commun- 
ist drive against Tehhui, 55 miles 
north of Changchun. Another dis- 
patch said 10,000 Communists were 
attacking 30 miles northeast of 
Changchun, 

In Kirin province, Gen. Lin 
Piao’s Communist forces, stepping 
up their uttack, captured Chia- 
tamu and were reported to have 
surrounded the provincial capital, 
Kirin city. 

In southern Shantung province, 
the Communists were reported at- 
tacking in the Tsaochuang coal 
mining area and to have captured 
Kuolichi, five miles away. 

Large-scale fighting was 
ported in southern Shansi. 

Elsewhere, the Communists were 
said to be attacking Anshan, a 
Peiping-Mukden -railroad town 100 
miles northeast of Tientsin; and 
skirmishing at Langfang, 27 miles 
southeast of Peiping on the Peip- 
ing-Tientsin railroad, and at Pei- 
hotien, 35 miles southwest of Peip- 
ns on the Peiping-Paoting rail

Pepper Says Vandenberg ‘Contra- 
dicted’ Policy on China. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP)— 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, 
protested on the Senate floor yes- 
terday that Senator Vandenberg 
(Rep.), Michigan, had “contradicts 
ed” official foreign policies of this 
Government toward China and 

Argentina. 

Pepper said he was calling at- 
tention to Vandenberg’s remarks 
because they might be misunder- 
stood in view of Vandenberg’s 
new position as chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee and 
his close association with Secre- 
tary of State Byrnes. 

He referred to Vandenberg’s re- 
cent speech in Cleveland in which 
Vandenberg called for (1) a “shift” 
in American policy toward support 
of non-Communist groups in China 
and (2) prompt calling of a*con- 
ference with other American Re- 
publics.

Arnall strode across the floor to 
@ door leading into the executive's 
private office where he was met 
by an aid of Talmadge who told 
him to have a seat when he said 
he desired to see Talmadge. 

In a blunt question directed re- 
peatedly at Odum, Arnall said 
dramatically: 


“Are you denying me the right 
to enter my office?” 

Odum insisted each time that 
he was not denying Arnall en- 
trance to “your office,” but that 
he would not permit him “to enter 
the office of Mr. Talmadge who 
is.now the legal Governor of the 
state of Georgia.” 

-fter continued futile demands 
to gain entrance, Arnall turned to 
>the room which was crowded with 
photographers, reporters and Tal- 
madge supporters and said: 

“Gentlemen of the press. It is 
quite obvious that I am denied ac- 
cess to my office, It is quite obvi- 
ous that Mr, Talmadge ‘is afraid 
to see me face to face, 

“Last night a perfect panzer 
movement was executed which re- 
sulted in the removal of the locks 
from these doors by a military 
force from the Talmadge organi- 
vation. ...A suit has been insti- 
tuted in the courts of Georgia to 
sustain my position. ... 

“I hereby place on order all de- 
partment heads .. and notify 
them that henceforth they act at 
their peril unless expressly under 
direction from Ellis Arnall.” 

Arnall repeatedly referred to 
p almadge as “that pretender.” 

“The issues now involved tran- 
scend personalities and involve 
‘themselves into the question of 
whether the people of Georgia 
shall rule and democracy prevail 
or .whether the state will give 
way to rule by force and barbar- 
ism,” he declared. 

Talmadge, elected by the Legis- 
lature after his father, Gov.-elect 
Eugene Talmadge, died 23 days 
before the inauguration, had an- 
nounced earlier that “as Governor 
of Georgia I have taken complete 
charge of the executive offices at 
the state capitol.” 

Attorney General Eugene Cook 
yesterday filed a petition with 
Fulton Superior Court Judge 
Walter C. Hendrix asking for a 
declaratory ‘ judgment. to seftle 
the governorship controversy, 

Aim of Petition. 

The petition seeks to have the 
court determine whether the title 
of governor rightfully belongs to 
Talmadge or to Arnall, who has 
occupied the post for the past four 
years and who insists the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor-elect should be- 
come Acting Governor. 

Cook also sought to have the 
court issue a permanent injunc- 
tion against Talmadge restraining 
him from assuming any of the 
powers of a chief executive. 

Cook declared he had acted by 
direction of Arna]l “and in filing 
this petition, I am _ recognizing 
Gov. Arnall as the lawful Gover- 
nor. I feel that the Supreme 
Court of Georgia should have an 
opportunity to pass on it.” A 
Talmadge spokesman described 
the move as “merely a_ legal 
maneuver.” 

Talmadge claims the Governor- 
ship on the basis of a constitution- 
al clause providing that, if no 
person receives a general election 
majority, the Legislature shall 
choose from the two persons hav- 
ing the highest number of votes. 

In effect, the Legislature held 
that no person received a majority 
—that Herman's father Eugene, 
who won the general election, was 
not a person because he died last 
month. Herman had received 697 
write-in votes to run next to his 
father. He asserts the Legislature 
was authorized to select him for 
the four-year term his father 
would have served. 

Arnall contends it was not the 
intent of the framers of the -Con- 
stitution ever to provide for legis- 
lative election on the basis of 
write-in votes. He insists he can 
serve legally until a successor is 
elected at the 1950 general election 
and qualified. He insists he does 
not wish to do so and will resign 
at once if Lt. Gov.-elect M. E. 
Thompson is in position to suc- 
ceed him. 

Had the legislature certified 
Eugene Talmadge as governor, 
Thompson automatically would 
have become acting governor for 
the next two years with election 
of a governor called for in 1948. 
A legislative move by Thompson 
backers to have Eugene Talmadge 
so declared was defeated by Tal- 
madge forces. 

Hearing Feb. 7. 

The earliest possible date at 
which the courts could take any 
steps toward solution of the prob- 
lem is Feb. 7, the date set by 
Judge Hendrix for a hearing. 

Under the declaratory judgment 
statute, 20 days must elapse from 
the time the judge affixes his 
signature to the petition until the 


case is heard The statute is 
designed to speed problems involv- 


ing constitutional interpretation 


to the supreme court by making 


it unnecessary for the lower courts 


to become involved in too, lengthy 


hearings.

Few discrepancies were found 
in figures on criminal homicide, 
rape and automobile theft, hut 
there were wide variations in re- 
ports on aggravated assault, due 
also to misunderstanding as to 
definition, the report asserted. 
“Twenty-six clear-cut cases of ag- 
gravated assault were noted in an 
examination of the reports on file 
in the district stations during the 
first week in October, while the 
monthly return for the entire 
month of October showed only 
30,” the report said. 

“Generally, the record room has

GRAND -CHIPPEWA 
CONGESTION STIRS 
POLICEMAN TO ACT 


When Police Capt. Durward B. 
Norris spent 12 minutes the other 
evening trying to drive through 
streetcar congestion at Grand 
boulevard and Chippewa street, he 
decided to-do’ something about it. 

Today he stibmitted a report to 
Acting Police Chief Jeremiah J. 
O’Connell, asking that steps be 
taken immediately to relieve con- 
gestion caused by Grand and 
Broadway streetcars backing up 
at the intersection during rush 
hours in order to reverse direction.

Commission Proposes Re- 
vision of Laws, Expan- 


sion of Services, New| 


School for Boys. 


JEFFERSON CITY, JAN. 16 
(AP)—A special Children’s Code 
Commission recommended yester- 
day that the Legislature invest 
more money in the care of Mis- 
sourl children and bring juvenile /| 
laws up to date, 

The commission, headed by Su- 
preme Court Judge Albert M. 
Clark, was authorized by the 1945 
General Assembly. Its 138-page 
report wag given to Legislators 
today with 104 specific recommen- 
dations. 

Besides expansion of present 
health, welfare and educational 
services for dependent and neg- 
lected children, the commission 
urged a new state training school 
for boys to replace the one at 
Boonville, | 

“Repairs and equipment are 
needed in the training schools for 
girls (at Tipton and Chillicothe) 
and as the program develops there 
may be need for additional build- 
ings,” the report said. 

The commission said its program 
would be costly, but that-inade- 
quate care would cost more later. 

“Without adequate funds these 
new programs and changes in the 
existing programs will be only 
glimmering hopes for Missouri's 
children,” it said. “These activ- 
ities are costly to the state now 
but much more costly will be the 
‘uncared for’: child.” 

It recommended salary increases 
all along the line for trained per- 
sonnel dealing with children and 
urged that such workers be chosen 
under the state merit system with- 
out regard for present residence. 

Child Labor Legislation. 

Strict regulation of child labor 
was urged, with children under 14 
years old barred from working 
full time except in occasional 
domestic service or on a farm 
with parental consent. 

In an apparent reference to 
newsboys, the commission said, 
“street trades should be more 
closely regulated and young chil- 
dren should be excluded from 
them.” It suggested children over 
12 should be allowed to work out- 
side of school hours “delivering 
newspapers and magazines on a 
fixed residential route.” 

The commission set 6 to 18 as | 
the recommended compulsory 
school age, compared with 7 to 14 
under the present laws. 

Increased allotments for aid to 
dependent children and general 
assistance were proposed in a sec- 
tion on welfare which said current 
appropriations were not sufficient 
to meet minimum standards of 
health and decency. 

“An economy which places in 
jeopardy the health and normal 
growth of future citizens is an 
economy Missouri cannot afford,” 
the report said. 

Provision for Handicapped. 

In a long section on handicapped 
children, the commission urged 
“Immediate consideration of a 
state residential school for crip- 
pled children either as a separate 
institution or in connection with 
one of the existing institutions.” 

Expansion of the state Schoo!) 
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the School for the Deaf at Ful- 
ton, and the School for the Blind | 
at St. Louis was set forth as es- 
sential if long waiting lists are to | 
be cared for. | 

Other major recommendations 
included: 

Establishment of child guidance 
clinics under the state division of 
mental diseases. 

Expansion of state and local 
health services. 

Compulsory blood tests for preg- | 
nant women to prevent syphilis in 
babies, |

“Lack of stability, however, may 
provide the basis for a renewal of 
the industrial strife that charac- 


@> terized much of the first postwar 
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year. In this connection, it may 
very well be that labor and man- 
agement will make increasing use 
of health and welfare clauses in 
union agreements. 

“Such clauses offer an effective 
and flexible means of providing 
greater social security through 
collective bargaining. There is a 
growing body of successful experi- 
ence in this field.” 


Fund Sought by CIO Union. 


Lewis’s union succeeded in ob- 
taining a 5 cent welfare fund 
royalty on each ton of soft coal 
produced under a contract with 
Secretary of Interior Krug which 
ended last spring's strike. Anthra- 
cite operators agreed to the same 
payment voluntarily, but there is 
opposition to it among the soft 
coal operators.

“Thus in a period of reconver- 
sion with rising prices, scarcity of 
commodities, and the consequent 
threat to workers’ living stand- 
ards, peaceful adjustments are 
much more difficult to attain. 

“Hence, the problem of labor-

to the establishment of techniques 
for the expeditious settlement of 
such disputes.

CAB Head at Session. 

Chairman James Landis of the 
Civil Aeronautics Board and his 
staff attended the session. and 
joined in the discussion. 

“We covered all factors in the 
crashes,” White said, “These were 
the planes themselves, mechanical 
equipment, proper operation, 
weather, communication facilities 
and the human equation. 

“Some Senators believe that lack 
of proper communications equip- 
ment and facilities has been the 
cause of a substantial number of 
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accidents.” 

Before the committee meeting, 
Brewster indicated to reporters he 
wanted a sweeping inquiry into all 
aviation matters. 

Several members had suggested 
a safety inquiry. 

Brewster said he had “many 
questions” to ask about such 
things as a proposed $40,000,000 
Government loan to Trans World 
Airlines and the effect of inter. 
national aviation agreements on 
overseas competition. 

Cites Other Airlines. 

“What are we going to do about 
several other American airline 
companies that are in financial 
difficulty?” Brewster asked in an 
interview. 

“And if the Government has a 
$40,000,000 investment in one air- 
line, what do we do when it and 
several others seek new routes? 
Who gets the breaks under those 
conditions? And where do we stop 
at bailing out airlines?” 

Brewster said T.W.A. sought the 
$40,000,000 loan from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation 
some time ago. The CAB must 
approve before the credit can be 
granted, he noted, and the same 
board must approve any routes 
T.W.A, and its competitors seek 
in the future. 

Brewster asserted CAB figures 
on airline accident# supplied at a 
committee meeting Monday “were 
utterly misleading” because they 
failed to segregate “scheduled” 
operations from charter or con- 
tract flights. 

These figures showed passenger 
ae in scheduled flights last 
year totaled 75 compared with 76 
in 1945, and crew deaths 22 com- 
pared with 12. Because mileage 
flown jumped sharply, there were 
only 1.24 passenger deaths per 
100,000,000 passenger miles in 1946, 
against 2.14 in 1945. . 

“The unscheduled operations 
have had more than twice as many 
accidents and almost the same 
number of casualties,” Brewster 
said. “I expect final data will 
show they have had five to 10 
times as many per passenger mile 
as scheduled lines.”

Eleanor Smith Galleries 
Display Work of James 
Rehn, Gunner Shot 
Down Near Truk. 


“Rescue,” a dramatic picture 
representing the moment the ex- 
G.I, artist’s life was saved when 
he wes shot down near. Truk in 
1944, is causing most comment 
among visitors to the current ex- 
hibition at Eleanor Smith Gal- 
leries, 393 North Euclid avenue. 
The show comprises 15 semi- 
abstract drawings in black and 
white by James Rehn, 2212 At- 
water avenue, Normandy. It 
opened last Saturday and is to 
close Feb, 6. 


Rehn, a turret gunner in a 
Navy torpedo plane, was in the 
water with his pilot and radio- 
man for an hour before a de- 
stroyer picked them up. Hisrribs 
were broken and his head gashed 
in the crash which is the basis 
for the drawing. 


The exhibit, which was finished 
only last week, is full of jagged 
peaks and straight lines. A mini- 
mum use of curves emphasizes 
the brokefi-up, chaotic mood of 
the experience, 

The composition rewards study. 
Viewing it from different angles 
reveals an intricate relationship 
of shapes and planes. Distinguish- 
able to the initiate are outlines of 
liferaft, destroyer, portholes, mast 
and guns. The exhibitor con- 
ceded, however, that his work 
would be of no value in a class on 
warship recognition. 

“To me the picture naturally 
has an emotional value,” he said. 
“T had fun playing around with 
the design of it, too, because it’s 
different from any arrangement 
I’ve seen. I hope others will en- 
joy the design and if they do they 
may invest it with an emotional 
significance of their own.” 
Other exhibits, done in a similar 
style, also concern first-hand ex- 
perience with the war in the Pa- 
cific. Subjects include a crash- 
landing on an escort carrier and 
invasions as well as the minor 
frustrations of life at sea. 
“Clamor” shows a sense of hu- 
mor, It derives from Rehn’s ef- 
forts to write a letter aboard ship 
while a radio blared. Harsh im- 
agery in the picture includes a 
piano keyboard being played by a 
pair of amputated hands, a drum 
receiving punishment and a horn 
emitting raucous notes. — 

Rehn, 24 years old, was dis- 
charged last month as a Navy 
aviation chief machinist’s mate 
after serving six years. He is 
largely self-taught in art, having 
received only the usual course at 
Normandy High School. He is to 
resume his education at Washing- 
ton University next month. H.D.

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AP)—

sign the European satellite peace 
treaties in Washington next Mon- 
day. ; 

The treaties, which Byrnes spent 
18 months helping negotiate, will 
then be signed by other big power 
leaders—presumably Foreign Min- 
ister Bevin at London and For-

tional signing ceremony at Paris 
Feb. 10. The treaties cover the de- 
feated enemy countries of Italy, 
Hungary, Bulgaria and Rumania. 

Copies of the treaties will be re- 
leased to the press for Friday 
morning publication. However, 
Michael J. McDermott, State De- 
partment press officer, said in re- 
sponse to inquiries that there was 
nothing new in the texts now be- 
ing released. They are in some re- 
spect different in wording from 
the texts completed at the foreign 
ministers meeting in New York

It is unclear whether Byrnes 
will sign as Secretary of State or 
as simply the American negotia- 
tor of the treaties.

CHARGES AGAINST OFFICIAL

NEWARK, N.J., Jan. 16 (AP)

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Bonus Legislation Approved by Committee of Big League Clubs 


New Rules 
Need Only 
Minors’ OK 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 16 (AP)— 
Baseball's new bonus regulations 
today needed only the approval of 
the minor leagues and Commis- 
sioner A. B. Chandler's official 
pronouncement before going into 
the book. 

The commissioner's . advisory 
council, after making .what it 
termed only slight changes, yes- 
terday approved the legislation, 
which received the affirmative 
votes of the American and Na- 
tional Leagues last month. 

Chandler said that after the Na- 
tional Association of Professional 
Leagues (the minors) gave its ap- 
proval, the new rules would be- 
come effective 30 days after he 
formally notifies the clubs of 
enactment, 


The new regulations provide: 

Any free agent who signs a 
player contract with a major or 
minor league club for a bonus or 
promise of a bonus shall be classi- 
fied as a “bonus player” through- 
out his career. 

Any such free agent shall be 
deemed to have signed his con- 
tract for a bonus if the aggregate 
amount or value exceedg $6000 for 
a major league club, $4000 for a 
class AAA club, $3000 class AA, 
$2500 class 1-A, $2000 Class A; 
$1500 class B, $1200 class C, $800 
class D and $500 class E. 

No bonus player’s contract shall 
be assigned outright to a club of 
lower classification unless waivers 
first have been obtained in the 
assignor club’s league or leagues, 
and no such waiver requests shall 
be withdrawn. 

Penalties for violation: 

The player shall be made a free 
agent; the violating club and all 
clubs affiliated with it may not 
contract with the player for three 
years; the violating club shall be 
fined $2000 if a major league or- 
ganization, or $1000 if of minor 
league classification, and the club 
officer who participates in the 
illegal transaction shall be fined 
$500 


The council also announced ap- 
pointment of a committee to meet 
with Clint Davis, president of the 
National Collegiate Coaches’ Asso- 
ciation, and made recommenda- 
tions on post-season “barnstorm- 
ing” by baseball players. 

Chandler would not comment on 
the purpose of the meeting with 
the head of the coaches’ organiza- 
tion but he commended the “hands 
off’ agreement between major 
leagues and high schools, in which 
baseball refrains from approaching 
high school diamond stars until 
graduation, had proven very suc- 
cessful. 

Neither would he comment on 
the “barnstorming” recommenda- 
tions but a member of the council, 
Warren Giles, president and gen- 
eral manager of the Cincinnati

Attorney General Rules Re- 
urns May Be Examined in 
Determining Sales Levy.

This was the first ruling on pro- 
visions of the Department of Rev- 
enue Act which gave the state di- 
rector of revenue or his agents ac- 
cess to any records or information 
concerning assessment of any tax, 
license or fee payable to the state, 
in determining what was due 
under a particular tax. 

These provisions, modifying the 
former laws governing secrecy of 
taxpayers’ returns for state in-

pudiated the British-Goviet pact by 
his December speech in which he 
gaid Britain was not “tying” itself 
to any foreign power. 

Fails to Get Coal Now. 


Blum failed in one of the most 
urgent tasks of his mission—that 
of getting more coal immediately 
from the British-occupied Ruhr— 
but the statement expressed hope 
coal shipments could be increased 
in‘ April. 

“Tt was recognized,” the state- 
ment said, “that the two countries, 
having been twice ‘attacked by 
Germany in a period of 25 years, 
have equal interest in protecting 
themselves against a fresh Ger- 

n menace. . 
matt was therefore agreed that in 
these circumstances a ‘treaty of 
alliance should be concluded be- 
tween them at the earliest possible 
moment within the framework of 
Article 25 of the Charter of the 
Iinited Nations and with the ob- 
ject of preventing any further ag- 
gression by Germany and of pre 
serving peace and security.

The announcement of the forth- 
coming alliance was interpreted 
by circles within the British Labor 
government as a forthright bid to 
strengthen Socialism on the 
European continent. 

Significantly, Attlee announced 
the agreement on the eve of the 
French elections in which Vincent 
Auriol of the French minority 
Socialist party was elected presi- 
dent. Attlee chose to announce 
the plan after consultations with 
Blum, a Socialist named to serve 
but a few weeks as interim chief 
of government.

TWO OBSTACLES 
TO PACT FORESEEN

| WASHINGTON, Jan, 16 (AP)— 
American officials welcomed to- 
day the Blum-Attlee announce- 
ment of intention to negotiate a 
French-British alliance, but fore- 
saw two obstacles in the way of 
carrying out the plan. 

First, there is the fact that 
Socialist Leon Blum heads a 
French government which is on 
its way out, The organization of 
a new government began today 
under the new constitution. 

Second, the Communists are ex- 
pected to oppose any move which 
tightens the relationship of: west- 
ern European powers among them- 
selves rather than with ssia. 

Senator Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico, a member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, said 
he “would prefer to see united 
action of all of the nations rather 
than individual alliances.” 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
also a member of the committee, 
called the alliance a “logical step” 
dictated by the two countries’ 
community of interest in many 
parts of the world, 

Senator Brewater (Rep.), Maine, 
said he regarded the action as 
“constructive,” inasmuch as it was 
taken within the framework of 
the United Nations. 

It was too early to tell whether, 
if an alliance can be completed, 
it would alter the basic. power 
relationships in the world. There 
might be a chance if the alliance 
became the nucleus for a system 
of treaties binding together sev- 
eral western European countries. 

Some authorities expressed be- 
lief that if there is outright 
Soviet opposition to the alliance 
idea it would be related to claims 
of an effort to form a western 
European bloc against Russia. 
Actually American officials who 
had been informed of the proceed- 
ings in London said that they saw 
no reason to believe that any 
Western bloc was intended. 

In fact, most immediate signifi- 
cance to the alliance idea was 
measured here in terms of internal 
French politics,

Yugoslavia expected the Allies 
to “fulfill her just claims,” it said, 
“ ,,. especially in view of the fact 
that her justified demands had 
not been given due consideration 
in the drafting of the peace trea- 
ties so far.” 


Deadlocked on Demand. 


The ‘memorandum was submit- 
ted as the deputy foreign minis- 
ters of the United States, Britain, 
France and Russia resumed de- 
bate, deadlocked last night by. Rus- 
sian opposition, on Australia’s de- 
man that 18 small nations which 
fought Nazi Germany be permitted 
to join in drafting the treaties.

Gusev won one point when other 
powers agreed tentatively—at his 
insistence—to hear Poland's claims 
against Germany first. However, 
Polish claims have not yet been 
formally submitted. ' 


Austria to be Consulted, 


The deputies agreed at today’s 
session that Austria would be 
brought into consultation on the 
treaty to be drafted for the Aus- 
trians., 

By unanimous agreement of the 
deputies, the Austrian pact will 
be called the “treaty for re-estab- 
lishment of an independent and 
democratic Austria.” 

Applications to be heard on the 
Austrian treaty had been received 
from Yugoslavia, Poland, Canada, 
Australia‘and South Africa. The 
deputies decided that. those coun- 
tries would be heard first apd 
Austria last. 

Gusev suggested that the Big 
Four powers and Austria be 
named as parties to the treaty in 
the preamble. Other states would 
be given opportunity to adhere by 
a special clause within the treaty. 
No agreement was reached on that 
point.

There is evidence that before 
leaving China, Marshall told 
Chiang very clearly that he could 
have American support if he 
cleaned house in a determined 
way, but not otherwise. There 
is evidence that Chiang is taking 
the hint, both in his severe re- 
buff to his reactionary supporters 
in order to force through a lib- 
eral constitution, and in his sub- 
sequent comments on Marshall's 
report, Finally, there is evidence 
that Marshall's new policy, al- 
though far more positive than 
anything the United States has 
customarily attempted outside 
South America, will be easily in- 
corporated into the broad frame 
of the bi-partisan foreign policy. 
In his important speech at 
Cleveland, Senator Arthur H. Van- 
denberg specifically demanded 
overt support for Chiang. He did 
not insert the proviso which Gen. 
Marshall wisely insists on, but 
Marshall should have no difficulty

The question has 
always been not whether to: inter- 
fere, but whether we should make 
our interference in such a way 
as to serve the interests of this 
country and of peace. 


Examples in War. 


The appalling consequences of 
failing to recognize this simple 
truth were repeatedly illustrated 
in the war. In October 1943, for 
example, the Chinese government 
was rent with an internal crisis 
over the position of Gen. Joseph 
W. Stilwell. His chief defenders 
were Madame Chiang and Madame 
H. H. Kung, who then both fa- 
vored the rightwingers. And his 
retention in command at that time 
resulted in the temporary banish- 
ment of Dr. T. V. Soong, Gen, 
Chen Cheng and other Chinese 
modernists and the temporary 
but total triumph of the reaction. 
ary triumvirate, Dr. H. H, Kung, 
Gen. Ho Ying-chin and Chen 
Li-fu, 

Gen. Stilwell himself did not 
understand politics, and therefore 
probably| never knew who were 
the real chief beneficiaries of the 
so-called Stilwell crisis.

Traffic Jam 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


I should like to recommend to the 
Board of Police Commissioners and the 
Mayor an excellent article in the Janu- 
ary issue of Harper's, “Traffic Jam,” by 
Myron Stearns. Here are presented many 
of the traffic problems of the present- 
day city and some indications of re- 
medial action. 

That St. Louis has a traffic problem is 
a fact. That an intelligent approach to 
this problem by the city government is 
being evidenced is open to doubt. The 
postwar epidemic of traffic-signal in- 
stallations is certainly not the answer. 
Witness the traffic snarls and holdups 
at the intersections of Kingshighway- 
Delmar and Skinker-Delmar. It seems 
that the signals were installed at the lat- 
ter intersection without due considera- 
tion for the differing width of Delmar 
at the east and west approaches. 

Planning alone will not solve this prob- 
lem. Better training for enforcement 
officers is needed. The downtown traffic 
situation would be helped immeasure- 
ably by the enforcement of an anti-jay- 
walking ordinance and by traffic police- 
men who were trained to regulate pe- 
destrians as well as motorists. Frequent 
shifting of these officers might eliminate 
some of their social activities and leave 
them more time to do an effective job.

Ford’s Shock Treatment 


It is in the best Ford tradition that the 


second Henry announces a price reduction on 


Ford cars, with the striking metaphor that it 
is intended as a “shock treatment” to halt the 
“insane spiral of mounting costs and rising 
prices.” This reference to a comparatively new 
medical practice has peculiar appropriateness, 


and Henry Ford II's action should have reper-— 


cussions, both practical and psychological, far 


beyond its immediate effect on Ford purchasers. 


The original Henry Ford was the father of 
mass production. It was he who set the classic 
pattern for modern'‘economy—a pattern—alas! 
—that has too often been departed from. It is 
quite simple: Since the new technology can turn 
out products in vast numbers on the assembly 
line basis, it follows that large profits can be 
made on a small unit profit. But this in turn 
presupposes ‘a market. The mass market 
is obtained by prices plus the ability to 
pay, namely, good wages. 

When Ford began the manufacture of auto- 
mobiles, he did three things: He used all the 
available instruments for mass production; he 
cut prices; he raised wages. His announce- 
ment, around 1914, that he would pay his work- 
ers $5 a day created a sensation. In those 
days, $5 a day seemed princely, as it was, com- 
pared, for example, with the $1 a day paid 
to railroad section hands. 

Only the well-to-do had automobiles when 
Ford began. The Wintons, Pierce-Arrows, 
Locomobiles, Stanley Steamers and the Cadillacs 
were luxury products. Ford's famous and un- 
forgettable Model T, known later as the Tin 
Lizzie and by a thousand other names, was 
placed by Ford within reach of any small and 
prudent purse. Before long, it chugged its 
way .by the millions throughout the nation. . 

Ford the First created a revolution by the 
simple formula—let us repeat—of mass produc- 
tion and low prices, while he himself set the 
example for others by paying high wages. And 
the formula made many millions for Ford him- 
self; indeed, his is one of the largest fortunes 
ever accumulated in America. Perhaps his 
grandson's action is a gesture, but it is a mag- 
nificent gesture at a time when it ig badly 
needed as an example and an inspiration to 
others, Everybody talks about the need for 
lower prices; Henry Ford II has done some- 
thing about it. Here are modern economics and 
private enterprise functioning at their best.

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After All These Years 


Some progress. was made at the meeting of 
the Board of Education Tuesday night toward 
abandoning the rule limiting employment in the 
elementary. schools to graduates of the city- 
supported teachers’ colleges, Superintendent 
Hickey told the board that he will present a 
formal request next month for permission to hire 
qualified teachers wherever they may be found. 
The intervening time, he indicated, is required 
to set standards of minimum qualifications to 


replace the present grading system of Harris 


and Stowe colleges. 

The public will wait—not too patiently after 
all these years—to see whether Superintendent 
Hickey’s recommendation takes a form which 
removes every presumption of favoritism to- 
ward Harris and Stowe graduates and places all 
qualified applicants on an even footing. 

On the ancient prohibition against employment 
of married women teachers, the board did noth- 
ing. A proposal to repeal the rule was shelved 
pending a report from Dr. William W. Burke of 
Washington University, who is working out a 
merit plan for teachers. 

The mere fact that the board has called for the 
submission of a merit system ‘or the schools ifs 
not enough. Dr. Burke should ve been specif- 
ically instructed to include rc_ 1 of the ban 
on married women teachers in |: plan. 

The reference department of the Public Li- 
brary reports that it is able to find only one 
city in the United States which flatly prohibits 
married women teachers as St. Louis does. That 
is poor old Boston, which still keeps on its books 
a 62-year-old law which states that “working 
wives are a menace to public health, morals and 
the general welfare.” 

The board’s reluctance to act outright and im- 
mediately on the ban on married teachers and 
the job monopoly granted Harris and Stowe 
colleges is hard to understand. By contrast, thé 
board showed great speed and agility in boosting 
the salary of Superintendent Hickey from $12,- 
000 to $15,000 a year. It was equally swift in 
raising the salaries of its Building Commissioner 
and Secretary-Treasurer from $8500 to $11,000 
a year. 

These salaries, we mention in passing, com- 
pare with Mayor Kaufmann’s annual salary of 
$10,000 and a salary for the City Counselor, City 
Comptroller and President of the Board of Pub- 

lic Service of $8000 a year. Maybe Mr. Hickey 
and his aids merit their raises. But why can’t 


the Superintendent of Instruction persuade the 
board to act with as much promptness and de- 
cisiveness when the welfare of the schools is at 
stake as when his own personal fortunes are 
concerned? Whose interests is the board sup- 
posed to place first? 
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Russia’s Stall on Austria 

The Soviet Union is stalling in its deputies’ 
insistence at London that Austria shall not be 
considered until after Germany has been dealt 
‘with in preparation for the conference of the 
Council of Foreign Ministers in Moscow in 
March, 7 

Russia. doesn’t want to get out of Austria, for 
several reasons. It is still putting the squeeze 
on the Austrians for a 50-50 interest in the 
profits of all Austrian industry, such as it has in 
Hungary, and such as the Austrians, despite 
starvation conditions, have so far resisted. Rus- 
sia also wants to continue maintaining troops in 
Austria ‘as an excuse for continuing to keep 
troops in Hungary, Rumania and Bulgaria—‘“to 


‘maintain its line of communications to Austria.” 


Meanwhile, with the Russian boot heavily on 
the necks of these countries, the Kremlin— 
through its puppet Yugoslavian Government—is 
working frantically to consolidate a Danubian 


,empire under Moscow’s control. 


Secretary Byrnes tried to get an Austrian 
peace treaty out of the meeting of the Council 
of Foreign Ministers last April and May, but 
Russia stalled, and nothing was done. The Sec- 
retary took a complete treaty draft to Paris‘ for 
the June meeting, and made it his first order of 
business. Foreign Minister Molotov agreed, very 
ambiguously, to allow the word “Austria” to be 
put on the agenda, but it was placed at the foot 
and the council never got around to it. Now at 
the meeting of deputies Russia is stalling again 
on Austria, and anyone who expects that it will 
not stall again at Moscow in March must be let- 
ting his hopes run away with his experience. 

The restoration of Austria to a national life 
of its own is a consummation of importance to 
all Europe. It is the foundation stone of central 
European reconstruction. It was pledged by the 
United States, British and Russian Governments 
at Moscow more than three years ago, and ever 
since then the Soviet Government has con- 
sistently and vigorously and successfully opposed 
it. In rejecting the Russian deputy ministers’ 
capricious objection to proceeding with Austria 
at the current London conference, the deputies 
of the other nations have done well. It is ap- 
propriate, and it is timely, to let the Russian 
Government understand that promises must be 
kept, not indefinitely stalled on.

So the judge, no man to dodge an issue, has 
decreed that from the rail of the jury box shall 
be hung a taffeta curtain to conceal the legs of 
the jurors. Yet this innovation, however meri- 
torious, stops short of complete effectiveness. A 
pretty face and a curvaceous torso, no less than 
a well-turned ankle, can divert the male mind 
from high thoughts of justice. Clearly the prob- 
lem will not-be met unless the curtain is raised 
to conceal the jurors entirely. 

Another curtain, certainly, should be provided 
to hide the face and figure of the female de- 
fendant, which, it is well known, have occasion- 
ally diverted judge and jurors from the stern 
demands of justice. 

The device should be further explored for pos- 
sible extension to the co-educational classroom 
and business office, where, there is a similar 
peril of divided attention. 

Indeed, deliberation may reveal that we should 
adopt the Mohammedan practice of requiring 
women to appear in public as seldom as possible 
and then only behind thick veils. Then we can 
get on with the serious business of life and death 
without any distraction by dimples, calves and 
contours or other naughty charms that intrude 
between man and his salvation.

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A Military View of China 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion. 


American Marines are protecting China from becoming a Soviet 
puppet, former Army public relations officer says; asserts that Chi- 
nese Commanists take orders from Moscow; thinks Nationalists’ 
peace offer was logical; says our troops are a “stabilizing influence.”

American troops—United States Marines 
--today in China guard railway lines, run 
convoys between Peiping, Chinwangtao and 
Tientsin. About them ebbs and flows the 
tide of internecine warfare. Caught be- 
tween two fires, American soldiers are get- 
ting hurt, inevitably. It’s not a nice sit- 
uation, 

Why do we keep them there? 


To put it bluntly, our troops are in China 
as a stabilizing influence and a direct re- 
minder to Soviet Russia that the United 
States does not desire China to become an- 
other puppet Soviet state. 


American troops went into China in the 
first place to repatriate the surrendered 
Japanese armies then on Chinese soil. That 
job—and a stupendous job it was—has now 
been accomplished. 


In all, 1,500,000 Japanese troops were dis- 
armed and processed by our Marines—we 
had an army corps of two divisions there 
then—in six months. They have been re- 
turned to Japan. i 


As a Symbol of Policy 


This primary task out of the way, the 
First Marine Division still remains as a 
symbol of United States policy. Call it pow- 
er politics if you wish. It is an example 
of principles, enunciated by statecraft, be- 
ing implemented by military force. Theo- 
dore Roosgvelt had a name for it—"“speak 
softly and carry a big stick.” 

It’s not a very big stick, at that. But, 
like the truncheon of the London “Bobby,” 
it’s a symbol, One just can’t ignore a di- 
vision of American troops, even if they are 
scattered as are the First Marines today in 
China, 

Communication between the two major 
garrisons, Tientsin and Tsingtao, is by 
water only, around the Shantung Penin- 
sula (some 600 miles), for the Commu- 
nists hold the intervening territory. Hence 
the division’ could not be concentrated at 
either place without giving up the other 
post. So it is not as a striking force that 
our troops can make themselves felt. 


What purpose, then, do they accomplish? 


At Tientsin the Marines ensure that this 
great port and industrial center remains 
open to commerce. At Chinwangtao and 
in between they ensure that coal from that 
greatest coal port in China comes to Tient- 
sin, moves by water to Tsingtao, Shanghai 
and Nanking. If there is to be any re- 
habilitaton of. commerce and industry in 
China, this coal is needed. 


Where Our Interests Lie 


Certainly the Communists have no in- 
terest in supplying coal to Nationalist China. 
Nor does their past record of sabotage lead 
one to believe that the cities of Tientsin 
and Tsingtao would be spared if they did 
move in, or that the collieries of Chinwang- 
tao would remain in operation, 

One comes then to the assertion that by 
the presence of troops the United States is 
taking sides with the Natit@@falist Govern- 
ment. This is true only upi to the point 
that American interests lie in seeing that 
the present legally constituted government 
of China—our ally—be not replaced by 
something worse. 

Were our troops to be withdrawn, a much 


greater number of Nationalist troops would . 


be necessary to protect these specific areas, 


? 


and outright war would flare up. It its 
doubtful if Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
could spare the large numbers of men and 
material necessary to: maintain this cop- 
trol in active operation. 

One may ask why, if this be so, the 
Communists do not make an all-out assault 
upon our small force of troops in the 
Tientsin area, The only answer is that if 
Soviet Russia nodded assent, they would 
do so. But the Kremlin has yet to nod, for 
in that case China would become the birth- 
Place of “World War III.” 


A War of Ideologies 


Let’s make no mistake about it. The 
Communist party in China, like Communist 
parties the world over, takes its orders 
from the Kremlin. What is going on today 
in China is no argument between two politi- 
cal factions. It is undeclared civil war be- 
tween disciples of clashing ideologies. 


Recently the success of General Chiang’s 
campaign to open the road to Manchuria 
culminated in the capture of Kalgan, Com- 
munist stronghold 200 miles northwest of 

~ Peiping by rail. If the Nationalist forces 
can exploit their guccess and open that 
comparatively narrow waistline of North 
China, perhaps we won't need our Marines 
at Tientsin much longer. 


What we know is that all the efforts of 
our peacemakers, led by Ambassador J. 
Leighton Stuart and by Gen. George C. 
Marshall and ,his “cease-fire teams” com- 
posed of Nationalist, ,Communist and 
American members, have achieved little 
that is tangible. One could even hazard 
the assiimption that our peacemaking ef- 
forts have been used by both sides’ as 
crutches to bolster their respective causes. 


From a Federal Viewpoint 


As this is being written, General Chiang, 
in the flush of his Kalgan success, has of- 
fered what to some people (this writer 
among them) might seem logical peace pro- 
posals. Acceptance of his eight-point bid 
would mean an immediate truce, in which, 
so far as the benighted westerner can 

ascertain, no loss of face to the Commu- 
nists would be involved. 

Looking at it from the feudal viewpoint 
of the Kuomintang, a great deal has been 
offered the Communists. However, thus far, 
they have shown no desire for compromise. 
And, of course, the Nationalist Government 
is itself ridden with graft and corruption. 


The one basic American interest is in a 
China which can stand upon its feet, a 
China with which the United States can do 
business, buying and selling in a free 
competitive market. We have recognized 
the Nationalist Government since 1928; we 
maintain cordial diplomatic relationship 
with it. . 

Our Hope, as a nation, is that the Chinese 
themselves can settle down in peace. Until 
they do, our efforts must be maintained to 
see that China does not become a menace 
to our own long-range interests.

ADVENTURES BY SEA, by Edward. Coxere. 
University Press, New York.) ? 
A laconic and fast movi story of 37 

years of robustious sea life the seven- 
teenth century is unfolded in this marnu- 
script now published for the first time. I- 
lustrated with Coxere’s own crude drawings, 
it is edited by E. H. W. Meyerstein, an Eng- 
lish poet and scholar of repute, and fote- 
worded by H. M. Tomlinson, the well-known 
writer of sea stories, who sets Coxere and 
his adventures against the nautical back- 
ground of their time. 

It belongs to the familiar class of sea- 
‘men’s journals such as those of Edward 
Barlow, edited by the late Basil Lubbeek in 
1934, and John Nicol, edited by John Howell 
many years ago. 

Beginning in 1648 as a cabin boy, Coxere 
rose to gunner and chief mate, serving well 
in those parlous times until he became a 
Quaker and so could fight no more. Hew 
he lasted 37 years at sea in those days pass- 
es all understanding. Voyages were long 
and pefilous, with pirates abounding and 
wars continuous, Food was unfit for pigs. 
Disease was rife. Sailors were a tough let. 
Navigation was in its infancy with no 
chronometers, with faulty compasses and 
with longitude purely guesswork. But 
Coxere made voyage after voyage in the 
awkward, beamy ships of that century. 

Simple sailor that he was, Coxere under- 
stood and practiced loyalty—to the flag of 
the ship he happened at the time to be 
aboard. Nationalism meant nothing to him. 
As he writes: 

“I served several masters in the wars be- 
tween King and Parliament at sea. Next 
I served Spaniards against the French, then 
the Hollanders against the English; then I 
was taken by the English out of a Dunkirk- 
er; and then I served the English against 
the Hollanders; and last I was taken by the 
Turks, when I was forced to serve them 
against English, French, Dutch and Span- 
jards, and all Christendom. Then, when I 
was released from them, I was got in a 
man-of-war against the Spaniards, till at 
last I was taken prisoner by the Spaniards.” 

It’s a salty book with an air of authen- 
ticity about it, and devoid of any fancy 
writing, as befits an old seadog like Coxere.

reflect on imperialism. We should cease mouthing the slogans and 


think. 


Admitting that denperiaiions is 
diminishing, what do we mean by 
imperialism? Imperialism is sim- 
ply the dominion of the strong 
over the weak on an international 
scale. It ig not a “capitalist phe- 
pseudo- 
economics teaches. It is frequently 
unprofitable in terms of anything 
It has existed since 


nomenon”—as Marxian 


but power. 
the dawn of history. It has taken 
a hundred different forms whose 
only common denominator was 
the dominion of one people by 
another. 


Marxian Cliche. 


Imperialism need not embody 
any “exploitation” — that other 
Marxian cliche. There is no more 
exploitation involved in trading 
mearly worthless glass beads for 
valuable furs, gold and ivory than 
in trading nearly valueless cos- 
metics to women for valuable dol- 
lars. Or in compelling subjects to 
provide valuable labor in ex- 

-@hange for inadequate shoddy 
merchandise. 

Under recent imperialism, the 
“exploited” natives have almost 
always been better off than they 
would have been had the invaders 
stayed away. 

Under British rule the popula- 
tion of India hag risen in guinea- 
pig proportions, Java under the 
Dutch has prospered immensely. 
The masses of Black Africa are 
demonstrably better off under 
European than under native re- 
gimes. 

Does any serious student imag- 
ine that independence igs going to 
increase the ‘living standards of 
countries like India, the Dutch In- 
dies, French Indochina or Bur- 
™ma? .Or their political democ- 
racy? More likely it would mean a 
decline in living standards and a 
slump into native tyranny, “red,” 
“white” or simply nondescript. 


The Moral Impulse. 


Democracy, far from being the 
normal, easy state of mankind, is 
of all regimes the most difficult 
to maintain. It requires a degree 
of individual intelligence and re- 
sbdonsibility that only education, 
literacy and moral development 
can provide—and they none too 
surely. 


complete subjectign to complete 
independence in Cochin China, the 
French. will be helping rather 
than hindering the development 
of that province. Ten years from 
now “dependent” Cochin China 
under French guidance may be 
far ahead of independent Annam 
—not to speak of independent 
Burma, Sumatra or India. 

Why then is_ imperialism 
doomed? Certainly not — ag the 
Marxians say—because the vari- 
ous European nations are “too 
weak to maintain it.” Exactly the 
opposite is true. Britain or France 
or even The Netherlands could 
easily bludgeon or bomb their re- 
bellious natives into complete sub- 
mission in a short time—provided 
they were willing to use ruthless 
methods. The military advantages 
of technically developed over 
technically undeveloped peoples 
have not become less but greater: 

India, Burma, the Dutch Indies, 
most of French Indochina, are, 
like the Philippines, able to shake 
off the foreign yoke because the 
peoples of the master countries 
no longer desire to enforce it. 


Contrast With Russia. 


It is largely because the United 
States, Britain, "The Netherlands 
and France are democracies that 
they are renouncing imperialism. 
For to the moral conscience of 
the average American, Britisher, 
Dutchman or Frenchman, domin- 
ion over unwilling alien peoples 
has come to seem morally wrong. 
Once the natives reach the point 
where they ask for independence 
loudly enough, they get it. 

This is borne out by the fact 
that only democratic regimes are 
renouncing the advantages of im- 
perialism. Backward, pre-demo- 
cratic regimes are not, Is Spain 
voluntarily giving independence to 
its colonies? Is Portugal? Is the 
Soviet Union, that most extensive 
and ruthless of existing empires? 
Since Lenin, the Soviets have 
inveighed against imperialism — 
other countries’ imperialism. But 
when the natives of Soviet Geor- 
gia demand independence, or the 
natives of the Ukraine or the Cri- 
mean Tartars show deficient en- 
thusiasm for Moscow’s rule, they 
are ruthlessly suppressed.

We may be about to make 
another mistake like prohibition. 
We may try to cure our “labor 
troubles” by law. And the result 
may be just as dismal, just as 
disastrous, as prohibition. 


The “Cool-Off.” 


The new Congress will pass a 
revised Case bill within a few 
weeks, It can probably be passed 
over the President’s veto, should 
Mr. ‘Truman decide to send it 
back to Capitol Hill. A bill ban- 
ning the closed shop has been 
introduced, and another outlaw- 
ing nationwide, collective bargain- 
ing. 

Many features in the revised 
Case bfll are long overdue, It out- 
laws the jurisdictional strike, 
which more than anything else 
has set the general public against 
organized labor. It outlaws sec- 
ondary boycotts. It penalizes those 
who call wildcat strikes. It pro- 
vides for financial accounting by 
unions to the Secretary of Labor 
and to the union membership. 

The heart of the measure, how- 
ever, is the five-member Federa] 
mediation board which would be 
superimposed on the . present 
United States Conciliation Serv- 
ice. When this board intervened 
in a dispute, both employer and 
employe would have to keep on 
under the old terms of work for 
a maximum of 60 days. 


Tide of Feeling. 


The board would, of course, 
make every effort to settle the 


There is another consideration 
that touches not union members 
alone but all of us. It gets déwn 
to this: Is such a 60-day cooling 
off period enforceable? Would the 
law -be workable on any practical 
basis of operation? Or would it 
breed defiance and a new kind of 


ilaw? 


Where Unions Failed. 


In the extended labor hearings 
which the Republicans will hold 
after passage of the Case bill, this 
question of workability should be 
seriously considered. # law that 
is unenforceable is worse than no 
law at all. A law that requires a 
vast enforcement bureaucracy may 
produce more evils than those it 
was meant to cure, as we should 
have learned from prohibition, 


In the countries that have been 
most successful in organizing col- 
lective bargaining, there has been 
no effort to compel arbitration. 
Sweden, for example, has a system 
of arbitration courts to pass on 
disputes occurring after a contract 
has been signed. But: except for 
minor restraints in the mediation 
process, the right to strike is un- 


abridged, and strikes occur, The 
same is true in Great Britain, 


One trouble in’ this country is 
that for 14 years organized labor 
has leaned on the crutch of law 
and government. That has made 
for every kind of excess—excesses 
which unions are only now slowly 
and reluctantly moving to correct. 
Depending on. Government-en- 
forced closed-shop agreements, the 
unions have too often failed to do

You can argue that the 60-day 
cooling off period is therefore all 
to the good, since strikes are s0 
destructive in their effect.

Lines Can Regain Business 
by Using Diesels. 


Most of the major railroads in 
the United States have already 
begun programs to replace all 
steam locomotives with Diesel- 
powered engines, which reduce 
smoke and operate more efficient- 
ly and economically, Nelson C. 
Dezendorf, director of sales and 
service of the electro-motive divi- 
sion of General Motors Corp., said 
last night. 

He spoke before more than 700 
members and guests of the Traf- 
fic Club of St. Louis at the or- 
ganization’s thirty-ninth annual 
dinner at Hotel Jefferson, 

Dezendorf said the railroads, by 
installation of Diesel locomotives, 
not only could compete success- 
fully with other forms of trans- 
portation, such as busses, truck- 
ing firms, and pinned, but could 
also maintain solvency during 
traffic fluctuations and improve 
existing equipment and service. 
He said railroads would be able 
to regain much of the business 
they have lost to other forms of 
transportation by providing faster 
service at lower cost through the 
use of Diesels. 

“Last year our firm co-operated 
with 10 major railroads in the 
preparation of studies for com- 
pletely equipping carriers with 
Diesel locomotives,” he _ said. 
“This year every transcontinental 
train will’ be Diesel-powered, and 
the new York Central and Penn- 
sylvania railroads have.announced 
the order of enough high compres- 
sion engines to power all of their 
first-class passenger trains be- 
tween New York and St. Louis.” 

He said the Missouri Pacific, 
St. Louis Southwestern (Cotton 
Belt) and Missouri-Kansas-Texas 
railroads also are increasing use 
of Diesel power. 

Although advancement Ras been 
made in reducing the size and cost 
of Diesel engines in large trucks 
and marine engines, initial cost of 
construction and weight - still 
make Diesel engines impractical

UNION LEADER CLEARED 
NN INCOME TAX CASE 


Joseph S. Fay of AFL Hoist- 
ing Engineers Acquitted at 
Trial in New Jersey. 


NEWARK, N. J., Jan. 16 (AP)— 
Joseph 8S. Fay, AFL building 
trades union leader, was acquitted 
last night by a jury on charges 
of evading $118,879 in federal in- 
come tax payments from 1940 to 
1942, 


All 1l1-person jury—the twelfth 
was dismissed two days after the 
trial opened when it was dis- 
closed he formerly had been a 
member of Fay’s union—deliber- 
ated two hours and 39 minutes. 

During the trial, two contrac- 
tors testified they had paid Fay 
$180,000 over a three-year period 
to promote peaceful labor rela- 
tions on contracts they held on 
Delaware aqueduct, a New York 
City water supply project. It was 
on this amount, the Government 
alleged, that Fay failed to pay in- 
come taxes. 

Fay contended he received only 
$70,000 and that this money was 
not taxable legally. He said it 
was spent on union activities. 

A scattering of applause rippled 
through the courtroom as the ver- 
dict was announced, - 

Fay, who is international vice 
president of the Operating and 
Hoisting Engineers and business 
agent of its Local 625, was con- 
victed in 1945 on extortion and 
conspiracy charges in New York 
in connection with the Delaware 
aqueduct. He is free on bail 
pending an appeal to the United 
States Supreme Court.

“Well then, you'll doubtless receive with pleas- 
ure the opportunity I offer to contribute a hun- 
dred pounds, maybe even a couple hundred, to 
those cotirageous people who are risking their 
lives to fight your cause, Zion's, cause.” 

“If you're talking about Irgun, you can stop 
talking,” said the proprietor. “I believe in Zion 
all right, but who said I believe in hoodlums? 
I'll thank you to go away. Your odor does not 
improve the salami.” 

“My runty friend,” said the young man, “you're 
no credit to Zion's cause and doubtless not 
entitled to profit by it. Moreover, you’re making 
a mistake. Probably I'll see you again.” 


A COUPLE OF WEEKS went by artd grad- 
ually the proprietor's indignation and reasonable 
apprehensions died down.

Personally, 
I prefer to live and I wouldn't bet on more than 
24 hours if I handed him over, Give them money 
if they come again? Am I an army?”

THE STORY of Palestine’s fundamental racial- 
economic conflict can be read in dramatic con- 
trast along two roads which connect Jerusalem 
and the northern port city of Haifa, 100 miles 
away. 

These two roads approximate one another in 
length and smoothly macadamed excellence of 
surface, but there the similarity ends. The coun- 
try through which they run seems separated by 
both worlds and ages, instead of only 25 miles. 

One, called Lydda road, runs smoothly out 
through the Jerusalem suburbs, skirts a couple 
of mountains and slides downhill toward the 
coastal plains through arid, rock-girt valleys. 
Swinging gradually north, the highway skirts 
Lydda airfield, where giant airliners arrive, two 


days out of New York. Saving space north-. 


bound, it by-passes the flourishing, noisy, ultra- 
modern Jewish city of Tel Aviv, which began on 
a sand dune two decades ago and now embraces 
200,000 busy inhabitants. 

Northward from Lydda, the road ridés straight 
and pleasant between long, neat, prosperous miles 
of green and gold citrus orchards, white concrete 
and stucco villages, scientific poultry farms, road- 
side restaurants and populous, profitable towns.

YOU RIDE through Petah Tikva, which began 
not long ago as a citrus growing settlement and 
has become a bustling Jewish textile and trading 
center, and an hour further north, skirt past 
Nathanys, which in a few years has become the 
center of a new industry—the $6,000,000-a-year 
diamond cutting trade, 

Between these busy, prosperous centers, and 
interspersed with luxuriant green miles, le 
stretches of yellow sand dune, as lifelessly barren 
as all this coastal plain of Sharon lay until the 
Zionists came to enrich the desert with earnest 
toil and irrigation water pumped from wells. 

Along Lydda road, you ride through verdant 
modernity, living testimonial to the energy and 
determination of one of the two peoples who 
claim Palestine as a bloodright. This way, Pales- 
tine looks like California, as efficient and as raw, 


THE OTHER ties as iseknown as Nablus 
road. It climbs uphill from Jerusalem and runs 
along the crest of the mountains northward, 


along the way Joseph and Mary came toward, 


Bethlehem from Nazareth. This road runs among 
occasional olive groves;clinging stubbornly to 
hillsides whose thin flesh of earth must be 
corseted within laboriously built stone terraces 
lest it fall away entirely. 

It passes flocks of goats and fat-tailed sheep 
grazing on hillsides so bare. and dry that it 
seems the animals must exist mostly on deter- 
mination. It rides through ancient, picturesque 
and highly unsanitary villages, unchanged since 
Biblical days and unmarred by electricity or 
plumbing 

Thus runs the contrast between Jewish and 
Arab Palestine, The other big difference between 
Lydda and Nablus roads is apparent at night, 
when on Nablus road you may be held up and 
robbed of everything, including your underwear, 
while on Lydda road, you get blown up by bombs,

And he is unhappy, for they don’t give him the attention 
which he obtained at home. So he follows me around. When 
his ego needs a little more inflation, he wants to dance or recite 
for me and the class. I can’t always accede to his wish, so h

FREDDY is like is a actress. He is a drug 
addict. But the drug that he demands is adulation or human 
attention. People can become so accustomed to the spotlight, 
that they will grow emotionally disturbed and even physically 
ill, if they are debarred from their usual dosage of the lime- 
light or applause or headlines. 

A psychologist, however, is somewhat on the spot when con- 
fronted by a case like Freddy's We don’t like to minimize or 
discourage brilliance of his sort. But we recognize that too 
much home prodding for show-off purposes can warp a chifd's 
personality, and even cause later social unhappiness,

West opened the club king. 
South won and led a spade to the 
queen. East took his ace and re- 
turned the club jack. West now 
found himself in quite a dilemma. 
He realized, of course, that it 
might be very undesirable to 
leave East on lead, but West was 
naturally afraid to overtake the 
club jack because declarer might 
have the club nine and it would 
be set up by that play. Then de- 
clarer could throw a diamond 
from dummy on the club nine and 
thus avoid what might be a sure 
diamond loser. So not being even 
reasonably sure that East's club 
jack could be overtaken without 
danger, West played low. 

East, sensing that declarer was 
now out of clubs, exited with a 
low diamond. This was very pleas- 
ing to South who soon found that 
his diamond queen held the trick. 
A diamond was now led to the 
ace and the heart jack was re- 
turned through East. The previ- 
ous defense would not have mat- 
tered much if East had made the 
obviously correct play of cover- 
ing the heart jack—but not this 
East!
